cypress swamp, and found that the channel | 
selected had no banka, but was indicated |

towering trees. There is plenty of water, 

however, to float the craft which navigate 
the river ¢ but it is a queer kind of naviga- 

tion, for the hull of the steamers go 
bumping against one cypress-lutt, then 
another, suggesting to the tyro in this 
kind of aquatic adventure that possibly he 
might be wrecked, and subjected, even if 
he escaped a watery grave, to « miserable 
death, through the agency of mosqitoer, 

buzzards, and large alligators, 

The sunshine sparkles in the spray 
which our efficient craft drives from !ts 
prow; and then we enter what seems to 
bea cavern, where the sun never penetrates, 
the tree-tops interlace, and, the tangled 
vines and innumerable parasites make s 
solid mass overhead. 

The swampa of Florida are as rich in 
birds as im savigation. [tis oo wonder 
that Audabon here found one of the finest 
fields from which to enrich his great works 
of natural history, A minute list of the 
varieties we saw in a single day would fill 
a page. One of the most attrnctive was 
the water-turkey, or snake-bird, which was 
everywhere to be met witht sitting apon 
some projecting limb overlooking the 
water, the body as carefully as possible 
concealed from view, its head and long 
neck projecting out, and moving constant- | 
ly like a black anak» in search of its prey. 
Your curiovity is excited, you would exam- 
ine the creature more critically, aud you 
fire at what seems a short, point-blank 
shot, the bird falls, apparently helpless, in 
the water, you row rapidly to secure your 
prize, when, a hundred yards a head, you 
suddenly one te suaky head of the “ dart-| 

er” just protruding above the surface of | 
ae water ; in an instant its lungs are filled 
with air, and, disappearing again, it reach- 
2a a place of safety. 

Another conspicuous bird is the large 
white crane, [t isa very effective object 
ia the deep shadows of the cypress as it 
proudly stalks about, eyeing with fantastic 
look the finny tribes it hunts for prey. 
Especially is it of service in seizing upon 
the young of the innumerable water- 
enakes, which everywhere abound. With
